Now that hog killing is at hand 
we are all interested in the best 
methods of handling

There is more difference in putting 
up sausage than perhaps any other 
pork product and

found some that was very palatable. 
Here is a recipe which I know is 
all right because we followed it 
when we were on the farm three 
years ago and the demand we had 
for all we could make proved that 
others liked it.
